Camellia Japonica 


The horticultural names of Camellia Japonica 
are badly confused, but we have many of those kinds 
that are recognized by leading nurserymen and we 
endeavor to list these Camellias under the name 
recognized as correct by the trade. 


Camellias are not difficult to grow. Many fine old 
specimen plants are to be found in gardens through- 
out the deep south, where they have been growing 
for years with but little special care and in all the 
soils that are characteristic of the region. However, 
they do best on a well-drained soil with a slight 
acid reaction. 


The Camellia is less subject to disease and insect 
enemies than most other evergreen shrubs, but the 
foliage is sometimes attacked by scales. When this 
happens they should be sprayed to rid the plants of 
the insects. Volck, used at the rate of 1 part to 50 
parts water has been found most effective. 


The Camellia is the handsomest of all the broad- 
leaved evergreen, blooming plants for use in southern 
gardens. It is long lived and its beauty and monetary 
value increases rapidly as the plants grow older. 
The many fine new varieties which have recently 
been introduced have added greatly to its popularity. 
It is also popular for use as a high-class cut-flower. 


Simple Hints Insuring 
Success with Camellias 


When planting Camellias select a well-drained 
semi-shaded place—complete shade is not advised. 
The hole for the plant should be double the width 
of the ball and at least 2 inches deeper. 


The soil should be enriched by the addition of 
well-decayed dairy fertilizer. Put enough of this 
prepared soil in the hole to bring the crown roots 
about 3 inches below the surface. Be sure the soil is 
well packed around the roots and water thoroughly. 


Each spring give the plants a 2-inch mulch of 
well-chopped fresh dairy fertilizer. During the 
summer season plants should be mulched with oak 
leaves. Keep the soil moist but not saturated— 
Camellias do not like “wet feet.” General pruning 
must be done in February. Cut out all closely grown 
and dead branches. 


Camellias may be attacked by red spider, which 
causes the foliage to brown. The pest may be 
controlled by spraying with “VOLCK JR.” or 
BORDEAUX MIXTURE—either will give good 
results. Spray on cloudy days, as bright sun will 
cause the leaves to burn.

Camellia Sasanqua 


The popularity of Camellia Sasanqua has grown 
tremendously in the past decade. It is one of the 
newer and finer broad-leaved evergreens. It is 
similar to Camellia Japonica, but looser and faster 
growing. This fine evergreen shrub has small, 
shiny dark green foliage and slender branches. Very 
profuse bloomers with the flowers opening from 
September through December, a time when not 
many flowers are to be had. 


The Sasanqua is very satisfactory for landscape 
work. They can be used as individual specimens, in 
foundation plantings, and for hedges and_ their 
popularity is only just beginning. They are very 
hardy and can be grown in the latitude of Memphis, 
Tenn., Birmingham, Ala., Atlanta, Ga., and Char- 
lotte, N. C., without protection. 


Because of its hardiness, the Sasanqua can be 
used in a much wider territory than the Japonica. 
It grows in more different soils and withstands to a 
greater degree excess or lack of moisture, fertiliza- 
tion, etc. There is a large and growing demand for 
Sasanqua as understock for grafting, and it is prob- 
ably the best understock. In our opinion there is no 
plant more suitable for southern gardens than the 
Sasanqua.

There is nothing more colorful or more beautiful 
than Azaleas in full bloom in the spring. Azaleas 
bloom in such profusion that each bush is a solid 
mass of color. Their season of blooming is very long, 
beginning with winter-blooming Vittata Fortunei 
and extending into June when the pretty dwarf 
Macrantha is covered with its soft orange-pink 
blossoms. Recently there have been beautiful, new 
introductions that make the Azalea even more de- 
sirable. It is now possible to grow Azaleas beyond 
the borders of the Lower South.

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Cultural I nformation on 
Azaleas 


Azaleas of any variety are easily grown if you follow a few 
simple suggestions: 

Soil with an acid reaction is most favorable. Add a sufficient 
amount of leaf mold or peat moss. 


Poison is produced from a lime or alkaline soil. Previous 
to planting in such soil, remove the original soil and add plenty 
of leaf mold or peat moss mixed with soil which should contain 
no alkali. 


Sufficient water is necessary to keep the roots moist, but 
do not let them stand in surplus water. Draining will be 
necessary. 


Avoid dense shade—better results are obtained from 
Azaleas growing in partial shade. A lath-house is satisfactory. 


You will find that Azaleas do not require a great deal of 
commercial fertilizer if plenty of leaf mold or peat moss has 
been applied. A light fertilizer, as cottonseed meal, is a 
favorable process. 


In some instances red spider and thrips injure the plants; 
spraying with sulphur will eliminate this trouble. 


Azaleas can be moved at any time during the year, but we 
recommend that they be moved before they come into bloom, 
that is, September through February. In doing this you will 
have the benefit of the flowers the first year. Also, the plants 
will have become established in the ground before summer 
heat. 


Indica Azaleas 


This species of Azalea is a rapid-growing plant 
with masses of large, beautiful flowers. They are 
especially adapted to landscape planting and may be 
used for landscaping and gardening all along the 
Gulf Coast and as far up the Atlantic seaboard as 
North Carolina. Around Mobile and Charleston, as 
well as in other sections, specimens can be found 
that are from seventy to one hundred years old and 
have a spread of from 20 to 30 feet across. These old 
plants have attained these sizes apparently without 
any special care of any kind, proving that they are 
easy to grow and perfectly at home in this section. 
In Mobile, Azalea Indica is the pride of the city. 
No pruning is required after they are well established 
in their surroundings. It is one plant that will be 
very complimentary to your nursery and it will be 
an advertisement in itself.

Kurume Azaleas are among the most popular 
types and are in great demand for borders and rock 
gardens, as well as for potting. Used singly or in 
groups by themselves, or in combinations with 
Indicas and hardy Japanese varieties, they give the 
most pleasing effects for landscaping purposes and 
a range of color that could not otherwise be ob- 
tained. They grow very readily, and though not as 
hardy as the Japanese varieties, will stand more 
cold than the more tender Indicas. They may be 
planted outdoors in almost all sections of the 
southern states, and as far north as New York with 
a little protection. The flowers are smaller than 
the Indica type, but when in bloom there is such a 
profusion of flowers that the plants are frequently 
completely covered, leaving no foliage visible. 
Some varieties produce single flowers and others a 
double flower that is described as the “Hose-in- 
Hose”’ type.
